Under this act the local institution furnishes onerth'ird of the con- 
struction money, and Mr, Wilson said the hospital now sees its 
way clear to providing its share without calling for additional local 
tax 
In recent weeks the patient demand has overflowed the hos- 
pital's facilities, a total of 69 beds, The proposed'constryction would 
add 15 beds, Existing equipment for'heat and air-conditioning will . 
take caj-<? of the propose^ 7'-bed capacity, Mr. Wilson said, and the 
kitchen and operating facilities .would accomodate still more.
